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1 . THIS REPORT IS APPARENTLY BASED ON INFORMAL SPECULA- 
TION VOICED BY AMERICAN REPRESENTATIVES AT A PRIVATE 
CONFERENCE ON NATO STRATEGY IN FRANCE. THE VIEWS SET OUT 
IN THE TIMES ARTICLE ARE NOT REFLECTIVE OF OFFICIAL USG 
VIEWS. 

2. THE US DOES, OF COURSE, CONTINUALLY CONDUCT RESEARCH 
ON NEW WEAPONS AND DELIVERY SYSTEMS INCLUDING NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. THERE ARE SOME PROMISING NEW SYSTEMS IN RESEARCH 
AND DEVELOPMENT. HOWEVER, NO DECISIONS HAVE BEEN MADE TO 
PRODUCE OR DEPLOY NEW NUCLEAR WEAPONS OF THE TYPE DESCRIBED 
IN THE TIMES ARTICLE. ANY SUCH DECISIONS WOULD HAVE TO 

TAKE INTO ACCOUNT FISCAL AND MATERIAL AVAILABILITIES AND 
POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

3 . THE US REMAINS COMMITTED TO THE PRINCIPLE OF FLEXIBLE 
RESPONSE AND THE NEED FOR SUBSTANTIAL AND EFFECTIVE CON- 
VENTIONAL FORCES IN EUROPE. WE DO NOT SEE NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR ADEQUATE CONVENTIONAL FORCES AND THUS 
CONTINUE TO ENDORSE THE EXISTING NPG GUIDELINES ON THIS 
POINT. ANY FUTURE PROPOSALS FOR INTRODUCTION OF NEW 
WEAPONS OR CONCEPTS INTO NATO WILL. AS IN THE PAST, BE 

THE SUBJECT OF FULL CONSULTATION WITH OUR ALLIES THROUGH 
OFFICIAL CHANNELS. 

4. THE ABOVE IS FOR USE WITH FOREIGN GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS. 

IT MAY ALSO BE DRAWN UPON TO ANSWER PRESS INQUIRIES, 

WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE LAST TWO SENTENCES OF 
PARAGRAPH 3.
